IT FURTHER APPEARING That Applicant has been operating a cable

television system and has been offering cable television services to the

public on and before June 1, 1969 in the designated service area as shown

in Exhibit “A” attached to the application;

IT FURTHER APPEARING That Act 112, Session Laws of Hawaii 1970

provides that the Director of Regulatory Agencies shall grant permits to

companies operating a cable television systen or companies which had

erected a head—end antenna for distribution of a television signsl by

means of a coaxial cable on or before June 1, 1969, provided that the

application for the permit is filed with the Director within ninety (90)

days after the effective date of the Act.
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WHEREFORE, GOOD CAUSE APPEARING THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED

That a non-exclusive CATV permit be granted to TV SYSTEMS, INC. to operate,

for a term of twenty years beginning with the effective date of this Order,

The Applicant’s designated service area description may be

amended by the Director by utilizing a metes and bounds description or

some other method to be determine& by the Director.

3. Applicant shall pay all fees set by the Director.
